WASHINGTON, July 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Taken all in all this country 
is pretty busy, as there is another 
war to be attended to right away.

Troops are being con- 
centrated at San Francisco for service in 
the Orient. Recruits are being enrolled 
there at the rate of about seventy-five per 
day, and there are more applications than 
can be accommodated. When the more se- 
rious work of the campaign in China be- 
gins, the forces of the United States will 
mot be found wanting, either in numbers 
or efficiency. ;

Refugees Flocking Down from 
the Burning Mountai-s, 


Hair-breadth Escapes on Fiery Trails. 
Scenes of Awful Grandeur. 


Prof. J. W. Henry of the Los Angeles 
High School faculty and famity were 
among the refugees frum Camp Sturte- 
vant who reached the city yesterday.

More than once his progress was nearly 
cut off by blazing trees which fell 
across his path, and he was constantly 
menaced by boulders loosened by the 
flames, which hurtied down the moun- 
tain sides, threatening to hur! him to 
destruction.

TELEPHOTOGRAPHY. 


IT NOW PLAYS AN IMPORTANT 


PART IN WARFARE. 


(SPRCIAL CORRFSPONDENCE OF THB TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, July 14.—Telephotog- 


raphy has come to play an important 


part in warfare. By means of this art 
a special and variable long-focus tele- 


scopic lense optically adjusted to the 
lens of a good photographic camera, 
photographs objects a long distance 
off as if the operator were compara- 
tively close to them. So that an ob- 
ject five or ten miles away, which by 
ordinary photography would cover on 
the photograph a space an inch square, 
can be made to cover by telephotogra- 


| according to the magnifying power of 
lens and the size of the camera 


‘used. The ronge of the lens is prac- 


tically unlimited, and useful photo- 
graphs can be obtained at distances 
beyond gun range. Balloons can also 
be utilized for obtaining views from 
above the surface of the earth. The 


telephotograph thus gives a command- 


ing officer a birdseye view of the en- 


emy's position, his forces, trenches and 
gun emplacements, al] accurately 


drawn to scale, and on a sheet of a 
sige convenient for study and refer- 


ence. Good telephotographs have been 
obtained at a distance of forty miles, 


and those taken beyond § artil- 
lery range (ten miles) are on 


a sufficiently large scale to be 
of practical use. This instrument 


can be put to vaiuable uses in naval 
work, for example, in obtaining photo- 
graphs of foreign coast defenses from 
beyond the three-mile limit. A land 
army, by taking a series of photo- 
eraphs of the enemy's lines at different 
times during a siege oran attack, 
could discover fresh intrenchments 


} that may have been thrown up during 


the night. It is argued that had such 
a series of photographs been taken on 
the Tugela or on the Modder River. of 
all the Boer positions, and copies dis- 
tributed to the commanders, the con- 
fusion of orders, misiirection of ad- 
vance, ignorance of the topography 
and position of trenches, so common itn 
the campaign, would to a great extent 
have been avoided. The long exposure 
which was formerly one of the objec- 
tions to the use of the ny 
is now no longer necereary. An 

ment has been tented in ath we the 
complete enlarging system becomes 
just as fast as the odinary lens alone, 
and the users of hand and other sma)! 
cameras may avoid the usual “exag- 
gerated perspective” by getting at a 
greater distance from the foreground, 

and at the same time secure any de- 
sired size of image. The new tele at- 
tachment consis's of two lenses, a pos- 

itive and a negative, one in each end 
of a sliding tube. and placed in front 
of the ordinary lens, generally screwed 
into the place of the hood. The outer or 
positive lens is of the highest possible 
intensity; that is, of as large a diam- 
ter and short focus as may be conven- 
lent: the inner or negative should be 
of shorter focus than the ordinary lens, 
and its power should be at least 
equal to the sum of both.
